Richmond, Va., March 12, 1884. 
Mr. Editor: Arrived at Richmond 
tesday evening, I could not, after get- 
ig a real Kentucky supper at the St. 
Claire hotel— where I would advise all 
Kentuckians visiting Richmond to Btop— 
resist the temptation to take a stroll, it 
being one of the most beautiful nighta I 
ever saw, and see the once famous capi- 
tal bv moonlight. I must confess my 
surprise then, and since on finding the 
city a live, bustling place of eighty thou- 
sand busy, driving, thorough-going peo- 
ple. There is no room for the lounging 
here.
